Police and Firemen. 


RICHMOND, Aug: 14.—Chief of 'Police 
Arnold 
expects to go before the City 
Ciuncil at .its regular meeting tonight 
with a copy of the labor law which covers 
the working hours of, city employes and. 
which applies to' policemen, and to ask 
that the law be enforced for the police 
and flre departments. 
Such enforcement would make a mark- 
ed change' in these two departments, for 
the law. provides that employes of the 
municipality shall work but S hours and 
have one day on* each week. 
At the 
present 
^ time.'the- members of two 
de- 
partments'are working twelve-hour shifts 
and got'but-one day off in fourteen. The 
law by which Arnold -wi)l endeavor, to 
effect the change, as taken from'Section 
17 of Labor Laws pertaining to public 
works,' follows: 
"Thei time of service of all laborers, for 
workmen, or mechanics employed on any 
piiblic vv-orks of tho State of California, 
In any county and city, or/county, city, 
town, district, township or any political 
district : thereof, whether said work is 
don|i by contract or otherwise, shall bo 
limited or restricted to 8 hours in any 
one1 calendar day, except in cases of ex- 
traordinary emergencies caused by flre, 
flood on danger to life and prpperty, or 
except to .work on public, military or naV 
vat works or defense uptime of war, eind 
the Legislature shall provide by law a 
stipulation in, all contracts for: publio 
works and prescribe for'the speody and 
efficient enforcement of said law." 
This change would necessitate the em- 
ployment of at .least three new police- 
men.

'Recreatibn and 
educational opportunities will be given 
all prisoners of.. good conduct, it is 
said, in the hope of relieving the bur- 
den of prison life.. .:

"Warden Moyer's plans, which have 


been approved by the departme'nt of 
justice, include the enlargement of the 
prison library, the establishment of a 
school for illiterates, the teachers be- 
ing selected from among the,prisoners, 
open-air concerts t>y a prison.band yet 
to be organized, and games of base- 
ball by.prison teams. 
Another improved innovation which 
is expected to result beneficially will 
be the hours of consultation during

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The postal savings banks are giving a good account o!f them- 


• selves. One thousand five hundred, and ninety have been already' 
;established. As there are 60,000 postoffices of all classes in the coun- 
try, it is assumed that savings depositories will ultimately-be estab- 
lished in.approximately 50,000 of them. 


The postal savings bank is designed as an agency to aid the prov- 


ident poor to securely husband their small surplus earnings. In the 
'past there has been a vast waste of-national financial resources ow- 


;ing to the absence of a positively safe depository for the surplus 
earnings of the poorer class of bread-winners, particularly in those 
irtiral districts where there is little, if any, inducement for the open- 
ing of a private bank. And'in the centers of population, the experi- 
ment of dime savings and day-and-night - savings banks have not 
,'been a success. In almost 'every instance of this kind,a failure has- 
;resulted disastrously to the depositors. Public confidence has, there- 
fore, been destroyed in such institutions. 
; 
The idea centered in the postal savings bank is to cultivate thrift 


'in the poorer class of wage-earners and give the protection of the 
government to their savings. The institution is in no sense a com- 
'petitor to the ordinary savings bank. The latter's rate of interest on 
deposits is so much higher than the postal savings bank that the 
^advantage in any competition which might, by a strenuous stretch- 
ring of the imagination, be assumed to exist is all in its own favor. 
;An ordinary savings bank does not solicit that kind of popular pa- 
tronage Which the postal savings banks invite. The postal savings 
•bank gathers the small surplus earnings of a class for which an ordi- 
;3iary savings bank cannot afford to keep an open account. 


The-encouragement of thrift in all classes of society, particularly 


(among.-±he smaller wage-earners, is a source of national strength: 
trance furnishes an-illuminating example of this fact. ' It 
was 


kthrongh-.the thrift and-vsmaU savings -of its peasantry that the nation 
hvvas able-so-quickly^to-rehabilitate'itself after the disastrous war of 
!l870-and to wipe-out the.enormous^debt imposed upon it by the vic- 
itorious Germans. The postal savings bank idea is to foster that 
ikind of "thrift. So far, the postal- savings .banks have been restricted: 
•jto the-second-class postoffices, of which there are eighteen hundred 
iin "ihe country. The department expects to establish a savings bank 
iin .every one of these postoffices by September 1. The system .will 
rbedinally extended to every postoffice in the country. 


Postmaster-General Hitchcock has • just designated San Fran- 


icisco, pittsburg, Detroit, Buffalo,,-Cincinnati, Kansas City, Seattle, 
i'Jndianapolis, Denver and-Portland, Oregon, as cities in which postal 
isavings banks will, be established without delay. Using the deposits 
unade in such postal savings-banks as are now in existence as a basis 
'of computation, it is confidently estimated that when the system has 
"been extended to all postoffices throughout the country, the total 
deposits will reach the enormous-sum of $2,000,000,000'and remain 
•stationary at that figure. 


The gratifying success-of suclvpostal savings banks as have been, 


established insures the permanency of these institutions. 
, Every 


precaution has been taken.-in the regulations of the system for the 
••orotection of the depositors. Dishonesties in the management of 
some of these.banks may.develop, for.no human system of business 
•is perfect; but the wealth and credit'of the Federal government 
stands behind the postal savings-bank for-the protection of the de-. 
positor.

Quaker community like that in Ches- 
ter county was not believed possible. 
/Thousands of persons journeyed out 
'to the scene of the burning today. 


The distance 1:0 the Newland farm, 


.where the lynching occurred, is not 
[far and a steady stream of. curious 
people kept moving out to the scene. 


Nothing- is left of Zachariah Walker, 
Ihe victim, but his ashes, ail unburned 
, portions of. the hospital cot that form- 
fed part of his pyre having been .gath- 
ered up by souvenir hunters.' 


FlItE ON THEM. 


Among the angriest people in the 


community are some of those who 
captured "Walker yesterday in a tree 
in .the woods near here. 
He had two 
revolvers with him, and when Tie 'was 
s-urrounded by the posse he threatened 
them. 
Several of the man-hunters 


fired at him find wounded him slight- 
ly. 
"Walker then sent a bullet into 


his own head. 
; 


With no thought of lynching but 
with the'determination of having him 
tried quickly for the murder of Rice 
the posse laid him acros"s three shot- 
suns and carried him to a waiting 
automobile which brought him to the 
Coatsville hospital. When he reached 
the 
hospital Walker 
confessed his 


crime to Chief of Police Umstead and 
District Attorney Gawthrop. 
Walker said: 
"I'd been out drinking gin and was 


feeling pretty good. I got out there 
near the Worth' Mills and among the 
hunkies, and just to let one know 
that I was a bold man. and might 
hold 'em up, I fired three shots from 
my gun. Of course they yelled and 
Rice, who had heard the shots," ca'me 
rushing up and grabbed me. 
: 


"I asked Rice what he wanted me 


lor." 'For carrying concealed 
deadly 


weapons,' he said. 'Then I won't go,' 
Bays I, trying to pull away. He drew 
his club and reached for his revolver 
:and it rnus-t have been 'then that i 
-shot him." 


CARRIED O1V COT. 


The attack on the hospital was 


made when there were only the su- 
perintendent, four nurses and a po- 
liceman, in the institution. The crowd 
swarmed into the place through doors 
and windows and before most of the 
mob knnw it, the wounded and fright- 
ened negro was being: taken out of 
tho building. 


Still lying- on the cot Walker was 
carried through tho streets- and out 
of the city to the Newland farm. He 
had been tied to the bed with ropes 
and as thre crowd tore fence rails and 
leathered wood and other inflammables 
Walker writhed on his cot and tugge.d 
at his bonds but could not free him- 
self. Walker pleaded for mercy. He 
declared he killed Rice in self-defense. 


All the leaders in the crowd, wore 


masks made of handkerchiefs tied 
around their faces. 
After piling up 
the rubbish they placed the cot, with 
its shuddering victim.on it, over the 
pile. 
In an Instant the negro was 


Enveloped in the flames. The fire 
burned the ropes that held him and 
he made a dash for liberty. 
He 


reached a fence and was about to 
climb it but was dragged back and 
hurled into the 
flames. 
The mob 


yelled in satisfaction. 
Shortly after- 
ward the lynchers left the scene.

Southern Pacific Adopts New 


Plan of Indicating Rear 


• End Markers. 


The green flags, one at each side of 
the rear end of the last passenger, 
coach on a train, have served thefr 
use on the Southern Pacific; and other 
Harriman roads, and will on longer 
be seen on any passenger trains on 
these lines. The first of August saw 
the last of the green flags and all of 
the Southern Pacific passenger trains 
are now running with; lamp markers, 
in place of nags. 
G-reSn flags have been used for 
many years on the rear of trains to 
designate to trains in the opposite di- 
rection and.: to the engineer of the 
train displaying the flag markers, that 
the train was intact. This was neces- 
sary in'the days when all of the cars 
in. trains .were not equipped with au- 
to^matie air brakes. Sometimes, when 
the link and' pin couplings were in 
use, a pin would break and a .car 
would be l&ft behind. 
There was no 
way for the engineer to tell whether 
or not he had all. of his cars with, him 
unless he could look out of his. cab 
and see the green flags waving from 
the last coach. All of the cars -:of the 
Southern Pacific Company are now 
equipped with 
the 
automatic 
air 
brakes, which, if a car should become 
detached, stops the'train automatic- 
ally.

The lamp's that are being uses'as 
markers in place of the green flags 
suffice during- the day as well as at 
night. During the passage of a train 
through a tunnel, ishowsheds, or dur- 
ing foggy weather, they can -be easily 
lighted, but for the major portion 
of the day, time trips they remain un- 
lighted. 
They can be distinguished 
by the engineer with ease and have 
already beer, found a great improve- 
ment over the old flag .system. Some 
few roads in the East have discon- 
tinued the use of green flags! as mark- 
ers on some of their suburban'lines, 
but the Southern Pacific' Company is 
the first road to do so over Its en- 
tire system,
